Last Sunday evening: a party of gay 
7oung people of Kenosha came face to 
face with a most horrible tragedy when 
one their number. Miss Emma Marie 
Sorenson, formerly of Hictsorv, HI., 
was ground to death beneath the 
wheels of a rapidly moving Interurban 
car, the accident having taken place at 
ten o'clock at the Birch road crossing 
of the Chicai^o, North Shore and Mil- 
waukee electric road* just a short dis- 
tance from Kenosha'. 

With thoughts of death the very 
fartherest from their minda, the party 
which conaiated of Math Willema, 
Arthur Martzfeld, Josephine Anderson 
and Emma Sorenson, set out in a Ford 
car owned bv WlUethk and after attend- 
ing a movie show at Burlington, were 
enroute home with Mortzfeld driving 
and Miss Anderson occupying the front 
seat at his atda. 

As they approached the crossing they 
saw the car approacbing and Mortafeld 
shut off the gasoline with the Intention 
of stopping In plenty of time. How- 
ever it is believed that he stepped on 
the accelerator instead of the brake, 
for the car suddenly shot ahead and 
then stopped on the track directly in 
the path of the approaching electric 
car. He tried frantically to atart the 
car but was unsucceHful and calling to 
ths others to jump he leaped from the 
macbtne and landed in aafety, Miss 
Anderson did the. same. Willema tore 
a' hole in the cartams and jumping oat. 
bt helped Miss Soranaen to get out* 
They were .on th'i'iside nearest the ap^ 
proacbihg interurban; " bar and*' tak* 
ing her arm Willenia was' hurrying with 
her off . the tracJr, i^just as they were 
,. stepping over the rail onto ground that 
meant safety, the girl stumbled and fell 
onthe track. WUlems lifted b^r from 
thia ground and had. almost pulled her 
to safety when the two were struck. 
Willlem was thrown out of , Jta path 
,wh{ta the girl was caught beneath the 
wheels and inaUntly killed, her body 
being cabled .anveral hundred feet and 
80 horribly mutilated that it was almost 
beyond recognition, before the car could 
be brought to a stop. The automobile 
was struck by the car and thrown clear 
off the track. 

The body of Mias Sorensen was taken 
' to Racine on the car which had caused 
her death and the other three occupants 
of the automobile were -taken to Kero 
aha. Later the remains were taken 
to Hansen Mortuarv in Kenosha.. 

The motormsn on the interurban car 
stated that he did not attempt to stop 
his car because in his opinion it is better 
to hit an automobile at a fast speed 
and knock it off the track rather than 
to drag it Kb sloppf d his car as soon 
a) possible after the accident. 

Miss Sorensen, was 16 years of ag*-. 
■was born at Salem, Wis. While slill a 
amull child she moved with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jake Sorensen, to a farm 
near Hickory where the family resided 
until the death of Mr. Sorensen which 
occurred in October 1918. Since that 
time they have made their home In Ke- 
nosha whtere she was employed as a 
clerk in the Dpyton & Wallace general 
— store. 

She is survived by her mother. Mrs. 
Nels P. Larson, of Kenosha, and three 
fllBtera, Mrs. Betty Mortensen of this 
village, Mrs. Rose Hill of Janeaville, 
Wia., and Mrs. Fred Korensen, of Ke- 
nosha; also two brothers Peter end Nels 
Sorensen, both of Kenoaha, besides a 
large number of other relatives and 
friends many of whom live in the vicin- 
ity of Antioch and Hickory. 

The funeral services were held on 

Tuesday at the Hansen chapel in Ke- 

. noaba and the remains were brought to 

Hickory for burial in the familv lot in 

Hickory cemetery. 



Lake County's Mule Case 

up in Court Again 

Lake County's celebrated "Mule 
Case" has again been revived, al- 
though the principal In the case, just a 
common, ordinary, long eared mule, 
long ago laid down the burdens of life 
and ceased to care. If he ever did, juat 
which of the two men involved in the 
argument was to become his master. 

This case has dragged along in the' 
courts for the past tpn years, and was 
believed to have reached the end last 
June when J. R. Morria, a former 
millionaire resident of DeerHeld; but 
now of Baltimore, Md.. was ordered to 
pay J. F. Doyle, the defendant, the 
sum of $760 for the use of the mule 
aeventy-five months. However the ap- 
pelate court entered an order on March 
17, in which they reverse the judge- 
ment and remanded the case back to 
the Lake' County Circuit court for an- 
other trial. / 

. The case etarted ten years ago when 
Morris placed a mule in Doylea pasture 
at Deerfield. The two men were neigh- 
bors. He aent for the. mule the follow- 
ing spring but claimed that Doyle sent 
back a much inferior animal.- He sent 
this mule back and armed with a writ of 
replevin went to Doyle's pasture and 
took a mule which he said was his own. 
He afterwards testified In court that he 
knew it was his mule for the animal 
recognized him. ' 

Morria won the replevin suit in justice 
court. Doyle sppealed. . 

The caae waa tried in circuit court 
before Judge Donnelly. The. jury re- 
turned a verdict in favor* of Morria. 
Judge Dqnnelly^set the verdict.aalde. 

The case was tried -again but thia 
time the jury disagreed before they 
could not fix the age of the mule. 
-Apparently tired of it all the mule 
then laid down and died. 

Thsn Itiorris went overseaa to do Red 
GrosaWork^ The ease waa continued 
from tiAia to ttme while he waa gone. , 
After bo returned the caae waa call- 
ed up again. Attorney Beauhien who 
jrepresertted Morris produced afHdayits 
abowing his cllent.waaill In Baltimpre 
and asked for a continuance. Attorney 
pope for the defendant insisted upon an 
Immediate trial which was ordered by 
Judge Edwards. 

Doyle's testimony waa undisputed 
through the abasnea of Morris and his 
claim for $10 a month for 76 mttntb's 
the time Morris kept the mule ntilcb 
Doyle said belonged to bim was allowed. 
Daring*tbe- various trials of the ease 
the litigants have employed^many high 
prfced'expertsand^Tateriaans to testify 
for thein; '"'•*■ ^•''^ *;: ■ 

The original value^of the mule- waa 
$2U0. but which ever aide losea theeaso 
will have to^jray court costs which has 
already amounted to over five thous- 
and dollars.

Kapple Loses Suit 

In Circuit Court 

Arguments in the lawsuit between 
E. B.'Doolittle and Peter W. Newhouse 
of Gravslake. doing business at the 
Grayalake Realty company, against 
Mort A. Kapple, for $1,000 commissions 
they clslm are due them for the sale 
of the 265-acre Kapple farm in Lake 
Villa township, reached such a state of 
excitement in the circuit court last Fri- 
day that Judge Shurtleff came near 
taking the case from the jury. 

This case has been on the docket for 
a long time and had been handed back 
and forth betjyeen the county court and 
the circuit until It had become a com- 
plicated legal tffngle. The controversy 
grew out of an argument over the sale 
of the Kapple farm located, a abort 
distance south of Lake Villa. 

The above mentioned real estate firm 
sued the former owner of the farm for 
their commieaion on. the sale basing 
their claim on the charge that Kapple 
signed a contract to give them three 
percent, the aale price to be $125 an 
acre, and for all over that amount for 
which they aold it they were to receive 
50 per cent, and that they had the ex- 
clusive agency for a year, and as long 
thereafter as Kapple did not notify 
them to the contrary and that he must 
give them sixty days notification. 

They claim Kapple sold the property 
to John H. McCurdy and Henry H. 
Perry for $^0,000 and that McCurdy 
bought it through having become in* 
terested in it from them. 

Late in the afternoon the jury return- 
ed a verdict of $900 in favor of the 
plaintiffs.

The Supreme Court holds the resolu* 
tion illegal and void, which ■ caused the 
illegal 30^ raise in the assessor's val- 
uations in Highland Park property. 
The aame resolution increased the as- 
sessors' valuations in Lake Forest of 
ZQ%, and on farm lands in Antioch 25%. 
Avon 30^. Newport 20J^, Lake Villa 
30%, Wauconda 15%, Grant 30%, War- 
ren 15%. Fremont 5%, Cuba 10%, Ela 
15^ and Vernon 10%. 

Hon. Edward J, Brundage, Attorney 
General, on January 4, 1921. gave an 
opinion in which he said in part; 

"If, as held by the court in the above 
cited cases, the increased assessment 
made by the board of review in 1919 
was not a valid assessment upon which 
to extend tax levies in 1919, it neces- 
aarily follows that said assessment 
would not be a valid one on which to 
extend tax levies in 1920. Upon the 
facts as set fourth by you, the county 
clerk in extending tax levlea in 1920 
should have made such. extension upon 
the assessment of 1919 as made by the 
local assessor, and not on the increased 
asBcsament made by the board of re- 
view, which the court in People ex rel 
V. Vail, and People ex rel v. Abraham, 
supra, holds Invalid." 

The Supreme .Court and the opinion 
of the Attorney General were not fol- 
lowed, however, and the tax teviea for 
1920 were extended upon the illegal 1919 
assessment made by the boarcf of re- 
view. 

As early as 1874 oar Supreme Court 
said the levy of a tax is in its nature, 
despotic, and is liable to serious abuae. 
in Lake county in 1919 the average 
assessed value of improved lands (with- 
out improvements) was $25.11 per acre 
and on unimproved lands $31.63. 

In the state of lllinoia in 1919 the 
average assessed value of improved 
lands (without improvements) was 
$29.63 and on unimproved lands $19.92. 
The assessed value is one half of the 
full vklue. 

The board of review illegally raised 
the value of lands in 1919 in the town- 
ships above set fourth. 

The tax commission raised land val- 
ues 10% in Lake county In 1920.

Obituary

Stephen Franklin Hall died on Sunday. 
March 6, at his home in Chicago.' He. 
was a son of Warren F. Hall, who came 
to the town of Antioch in 1S33, settltng 
on a farm at what'ts now the village of 
Lake Villa where hia son Frank, was 
bom on Nov. 27. 1843. He lived on the 
farm, with his father until the rebellion 
broke out when, at the age of 16 he 
enlisted in the U. S. cavalry where he 
eerved until the close of the war. In 
March 1870. he was united in marriage 
to Sophia Denick, who Is still living and 
just one year ago thia month they cele- 
brated their golden wedding. Four 
children were bom to them. Edwin, 
Ben. Clyde and Bessie. The oldest. 
Edwin, died nine years ago. All the 
others are married, and still living. 
Frank, as he was familiarly called by 
hia friends, engaged in farming until 
1884, when he moved with his familv to 
Chicago so as to give his children a 
better opportunity to obtain an educa- 
tion. For several years he was the 
buyer for the Englewood grocery stores 
and afterwards engaged in the insur- 
ance business. In 1912 hia residence 
burned down, and he came very near 
being burned to death, and has never 
been well since. Soon after coming 
to Chicago be and his wife joined the 
First M.' E. church of Englewood, 
where they have since been very active 
and influencial members. Mr. Hall 
was of an unusually happy, sunny dis- 
position and made a host of friends and 
was greatly loved and respected by all. 
He was burled Tuesday. March 8, in 
the familv lot at Lake Villa. He ia 
survived iby his two brothera. Fayette 
and George, both of whom live in Chi- 
cago.

Meeting of Chief Executive and His 

Official Family Lasts More Than 

Two Hours — Secretary Wal- 

lace Leads Discussion. 

Wusliiiigton, March 21.— Anierlcau 
ugriuuiture la I'aciug Its gravest (lunger 
from the llood of I'ori-iyn hiijioriutions 
pouring iQ practically fruu uf duty. 
This was the ununlniouK oiiliilon of 
rresldent Harding and his ciihliiet fol- 
lowing their longeiit coiiferuuce sluce 
Uie new admiulsinitlon took otllce. 

The nieetlug of the i'resldeni and 
bis otIJclat family lusted more than 
two hours, most 'of the discussions re- 
lating directly to proposed means for 
preventing wluit was declared to be 
the Impending agricultural crisis. 

Dnless all indlcutlons fall, the Pres- 
ident, In his llrsi nu-ssnge lu congress, 
will Insist that legislation to relieve 
the situation bu given precedence 
ovtr all other business. 

The I'resldeai stated that be was 
*'i(uilh (0 resort*' to war powers con- 
ferred upon lihn by Ibe trading with 
the enemy act, wbidi would emible 
him to place an endiurgo on agrlcul- 
laral Imports. This law bus not been 
repealed. Ituther, be will look to c<m- 
gress for tlie early enactment of emer- 
gency tariir legbJlation which will save 
the situation i>y placing lieavy duties 
on ngriculturul products. 

With Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace leading the discussion?, the cab- 
inet went exbnustlvely Into tlie situa- 
tion, which discloses that: 

1. Millions of tons of w.ool and oib- 
er products are being poured -Into the 
country pruciiciilly free qV. (bity. 

2. Foreign exporters are. piling up 
huge stockH of their goods in ware- 
houses here, taking a.</yantage ■ of 
favorable exelumge rates. \ ^ . 

The President declared., that; Uds 
situation, dangerous In Itself^-.asf^um^^d 
"tremendous" proportions' when l.twap. 
found that It actually tbreatenctl* Uie' 
"agricultural solf-sudlciency" of the, 
country. American farmers' nnd'fivo" 
stock raisers, unable to coinbift'- 'the 
Influx of foreign importations, arc 
abandoning or cutting down their In'-' 
terests. This was found to result di- 
rectly in a great reduction of; ;Amerl- 
can agrlcnlturnl productivity.,,-., , 
"There clearly must I)e some lin- 
medlntc relief of the ngrlijultpral sit;- 
iintlon, or wo .shall lose our dQck^ and 
our herds," was the way In 'which, one 
cabinet uiend)er described 'tVt'e danger. 
. 'Meinhers of the cabinet, "in "their 
discussion with* the President, found 
that agricultural products ' lihd ' IK'c 
stock from Kurnpe a'nd .South Alnericn 
coidd be laid down on the Atlantic 
.•seaboard at prices clieaper than are 
charged by farmers In the Middle 
We-st. Despite this fact, the ultimate 
consumer wa.s reaping little or no 
benefit In the form of rodi:ced pricoH. 
The element of high transportation 
pimrge.s figured largely in the caldi'iet 
discussion. It was learned. ' ''importa- 
tions of frozen beef and nnitlon com- 
ing all the way from Australia and 
New Zealand are being sold -here In 
large quantities nt much less :ost 
than western producers cau supply. 
after transportation charges have 
been added. 

Many, sections of the coutUry have 
been praQtically denutied of hpnls of 
Klicep and cattle because of this con- 
dition, It was found. It was "the unan- 
hnous opinion of the Preslrlent and 
the cabinet that the first necessity 
was the placing of heavy ilntle.s on 
agricultural and live stock Imimrts 
pending the onncfnient by congress of 
a permanent protective tarllT. 

President Harding expressed regret 
that the emergency tariff legislation 
passed nt tjie last session. I)ut vetoed 
by President Wilson, was not in ef- 
fect at this time. It Is strongly In- 
dicated the President will Insist that 
filndlar legislation will occupy the full 
attention of the new congress, even 
to the extent of holding up lax and 
revenue revision. 

Mr. Harding refused to approve the 
legislative program agreed upon by 
the Ilepuhllcan inetnbers of tlie sen- 
ate finance committee and house ways 
nnd means committee early this week. 
because It did not provide for emer- 
gency larllt teglslntlon to protect the 
fnrmers. 

The swrmtors and representatives 
were opposed to an emergency tariff 
bill, except nn nntl-dumping measure 
Willi nn amendment to the existing 
tariff law providing for the collection 
of nd valorem custom duties on the 
hnsls of Amerirun valnatiou. rntlier 
than on the foreign valuation.

Washiugt6n, March 22.— President 

Harding personally, served notice on 
the President of the republic of Pana- 
aio that the United Slates expects the 
Panama gilvernnient to end hostilities 
with Costa Itica and abide by the 
boundiiry decision of «.ChIef Justice 
White of the United States Supreme 
court. 

He dispatched a note couched In 
polite but singularly firm languuge, lo 
President Porras after the Panauni 
chief executive had appealed to him 
directly over the head of Secretary uf 
State Hughes to reverse the position 
taken by .Mr. Hughes Thursday wbtni 
the latter demanded thut Panama ac- 
cept Chief Justice White's decision. 
Presldcni Porras declared that Mr. 
Hughes' note to. the Panama govern- 
ment was "painful and humiliat- 
ing." 

limnedintely afler the roceliU of the 
message , from President 'Porras, Mr. 
Harding called Secretary Hughes Into 
conference nnd later thu President's 
answer was given out at the White 
House. In U the President declared 
that "the decision of the chief Justice 
of the United States must be the un- 
alterable iiosltlon of this government." 

The exchange between the heads of 
the two nations Is unusuul In diplo- 
matic procedure In that the ride of 
negotiating through the State depart- 
ments was .suspended. The emphatic 
and final character of .Mr. Harding's 
rOply is relied. upon in adndnlstratlon 
circles lo bring about an ■ early res- 
toration . of peace In the Central 
Ainerlcan region.

Tlie new colors of the republic — 
hlnck, red and gold— are floating over 
the relcli.'^tag building. 

In Wllhelmstrassc, the still more 
popular Itlud;, while nnd red, the for- 
mer (Jenuan national colors, now the 
navy ling. Is floating from malfiy masts 
alongside the repiddlcnn flag, giving 
expression to the two strong contrary 
political currents In Germany, 

As hardly a ling has been seen In 
Uorlln since the revolution except the 
International red which has been car- 
ried In demonstrations, the floating 
colors attracted general attention. 

Ashle from- tlmt there-was no more 
manifestation of enthu.slasm over the 
plebiscite victory tlum there were out- 
ward signs of depression when the 
British und Krench troops murched 
Into the llnhr district a few days ago. 
The returns reaching Berlin Indicate 
that 01 per cent of the plebiscite went 
for Gernmny and HO per cent for l*o- 
land. The big IniluBtrhil district Is 
considered safely Gernuin. " 

A numbftj- of smuller border sections, 
Including Ilybnik. IMess and Tarne- 
wltz, have chosen to go with Poland. 
The result us a wliole, so far as can 
be judged now. Indicates a big disap- 
pointment for rolnnd. 

Of the totiil votefJ counted thus far 
2,011,500 arc foi^ remaining with Ger- 
nmny and aOS.OOO favor going over to 
Poland. , .. 

It Is understood that the German 
government Is already getting together 
the necessary docum'enliiry evidence 
to protest the plebiscite vote In Pless 
niid Bybnik, which went to Poland.

Tliere Is; no- conllnnution of re- 
ported colllslonfi.wlth British troops'. 

The .'area involved In tlie plebiscite, 
comprising some 5,000 square miles, 
was tlio largest section of territory to 
hnve Its fate submitted to,u popular 
referendum under the treaty of \'er- 
snllles, but' even more Important than 
the size of tlie district was the I'hate- 
rhil wealth contained In Its varied 
minerni resources, mainly coal, but 
also IncUidlhg Iron, zinc and lead. 

A notlcoaiile feature of the plebl.s- 
clte w-ns the Influx of both Gonnans 
nnd Poles, former residents of tho dis- 
trict, who were invited to cast U\e\r 
ballots. It Is not known Iiere how 
large a number of Poles were thus 
enabled to vote at the election.

OPEN NEW EXPORT MARKET 



Previous Attempts to Teach People of 

Old World That Corn Is a Health- 

ful and Appetizing Cereal 

Have Resulted In Failure. 

Washington, U. C.,— Can Kurope and 
Asia be taught to eat covii'i 

This uiomentuus quostlon has boen 
raised again by the gift of a mlUIon 
bnshels of corn which American farm- 
ers are sending to starving Europeans 
and Chinese. 

You must know that In practically 
no country outside of the two Ameri- 
cas has maize, or Indian corn, been 
u>iod to any extent as hnnuiii food. It 
has been regarded as food fur live 
stock only. The un-Xmurlcnn world 
has simply never learned to oat corn. 
But now large sections of thot world 
are starving. This would seem to be a 
most unusual opportuiilly to teach 
ICiiropc and Asia to' cat corn to the ail- 
vahtage of all parties concerned. 
Europe would liavo a new food, and 
America would have a new export 
uuirket for Us growing corn crop. ''. 

Last season this country produced 
8,2^2,307,000 bushels of corn, consider- 
ably more than the average for the 
last live years— 2,700,000,000. IJut the 
big crop has not brought prosperity to 
the uild-WGstern farmers. Instead, 
corn prices have fallen to loss than 
half what they were last year and 
nmny fanners have liarvestcd their 
corn at a loss. 

lillnolsan Suggested Gift. 

In view of these facts, a yonng Illi- 
nois farmer suggested the gift corn 
project, which has grown to such pifo- 
portlons. The offer was nmde to the 
commltteoH for relief In China and the 
Near East They considered the dlfH- 
cultieu of transportation and decided 
,to try to overcome them by obtaining 
donations of money. and holp^ iiSonic 
money has already been collected and 
trainmen have offered their services 
free In carrying the grain across coun- 

•With this much of tho ways and 
means problem worked out. the corn 
Is beginning to be collected at rail- 
road centers nn'd the llrst cargo has 
been HhJpped to Constantinople. An 
attempt Is to bo made to keep track 
of Individual donations so that a report 
can be rendered to the giver, showing 
when and by whom the qorik was used. 

Shipping corn Is a much more com- 
pUcatod business than shipping wheat. 
There Is about 12 per cent water In 
corn and the moisture In tho grain Is 
therefore apt to cause mold In the 
course of lengthy transportation. Dam- 
age due lo molslnre has fretiuently 
been n cause of complaint In the com- 
imratlvoly small shipnients of corn 
which wo have sent to lilurope. 

Water can, however, be bokod out 
of the corn by a Ulln drying process. 
after which It will keep for a much 
longer time. This precaution Is to he 
taUon before the gift corn la shipped 
abroad In the form of meal, grits and 
Iiomlny. Preparing the corn will 
mean some delay, but special ma- 
chinery which would not bo generally 
avallahle abroad Is needed. A llrst ship- 
ment Is expected to reach China In 
April and It wlU'then be ready for Im- 
mediate consumption. 

They Won't Reject It. 

As distribution of the corn is to bo 
directly In tho hands of relief com- 
jntttees, no dltllculty In getting the 
people to eat the corn Is anticipated. 
In China, wher() thousands of people 
have been trying to live on hark and 
mosses, there will be no caviling over 
the-Amprlcnn corn being pig's food. 
.And tJio^jCominittees believe thht the 
grain will be equally welconiu In Ar- 
menia and Hungary. Corn was usod 
, to some extent In Austria during the 
war. iCurope has never lllied It very 
much, however, and. genvrully pre- 



ferred rye when wheat ^us not to he 
had. 

Americans have felt that this dislike 
was due mainly to IgnorancL — not 
many ICnropenns know much about 
corn and those who have tasted it 
more often than not were prejudiced 
by had cooking. 

There is a slory along Ihls line 
about Carlyle and Emerson. Emers(»n 
wrote to his friend, Carlyle, recom- 
mending corn as n food and saying 
that he had sent a package so that 
the Carlyle family might try It. Car- 
lyle wrote back politely to thiink Mr. 
Emcr.son, i)ut to say that after several 
experiments they really did not (hid 
the liavor of corn meal agreeable. The 
correspondence stopped here until Slr«. 
Emerson could copy olT Jioine of her 
best recipes. Then the Carlyies were 
asked to try again. They did, and 
wrote back ontliuslastlcaliy to know 
whore they could get more of the 
American delicacy. 

Believe Europe Would Like it. 

This Incident, from the letters of 
Carlyle and Emerson, Is one of the 
grounds on which Americans base 
thoir conviction that Europe would like 
corn If It could ever he persuaded to 
give It a fair trial. The department 
of agriculture once sent demonstrators 
and lecturers to Europe to enlighten 
the different countries as to the possi- 
bilities of Indian corn. Neither elo- 
quence nor samples of corn disguised 
In griddle cakes, nnifllns, gingerbread 
or corn pone aroused any enthusiasm. 
Mostly those present did not even come 
forward to get the samples. 

Ilecause of such experiences, when 
the food' shortage began to afflict 
Europe, the United Stales did not send 
corn lo the rescue. You may remem- 
ber that Herbert Hoover urged us to 
eat more corn and save wheat because 
Europe could not very well be taught 
to eat a new kind of food In so critical 
a period. 

Now tho situation Is dllTercnt and 
Hoover accepted the ofterc<l corn glad-

ly. -About 1.000,000 bushels, It Is an- 
nounced, will be fed to children of IhH 
famine areas, and probably most of it 
will be prepared by the relief organi- 
zations, and served to the children at 
feeding centers. 

What goes 'to adults nuiy or may not 
be cooKod before distribution. Where 
It is not prepared for'^catlng, directions 
doubtless will be given to Insure sutU- 
cleut cooking. 

Good Nutritive Value. 

With adequate cooking the nutritive' 
value of corn Is about the same as 
that of wheat. Corn contains a large 
amount of sugar and starch which 
supply the body witii heat "and energy. 
It also has a good deal of protein 
which builds up the body tissues. It 
Is not, hovover, rich in minerals, need- 
ed In bone formation. Experiments 
have shown that corn Is about as di- 
gestible as wheat and that 00 per cent 
of Its dry nuUter Is absorbed In the 
process of digestion. 

Possibly It does not become America 
to be too, Impatient with the European 
lack of appreciation of corn. The high 
nutritive value of corn Is realliied all 
over this country and we have been 
eating It ever since the Tllgrlms, by 
accident, dug up some seed corn bur-, 
led by the Indians and got them to 
explain the growth and uses of the 
grain. Further hack than that, Colum- 
bus Is said to have found corn grow- 
ing over hero, and the Aztecs In their 
great civilization used It. This coun- 
try has had plenty of time to study 
corn and Us u.sos. Yet Itls estimated 
.that less than 10 per cent of our big 
corn crops Is eaten by people, whereas 
practically all of the wheat Is turne'd 
Into Hour.— Frederic J.IIasUin In Chi- 
cago News.

Her hus- 
band was out of town much of the 
time, and slie entertained with more 
brilliancy than discretion. She ended 
up by running away to Brazil with a 
young olllcer, where she lived Imppy 
and content until she was nlucty-two 
years old.— Detroit News.

French Papermaklng HIctory. 

It was from the eariy Saracens that 
the art of papcrmaking was acquired 
by the French, and passed on to the 
other nations of Europe. Tlie earliest 
paperraakera of France were the vasr' 
sals of the French nobility who par- 
sned their occupation on the ,e6tate9 
of their overlords, fabricating the 
precious material required for use by 
thelr masters, say the historians. 
Their production, together .with that 
of the monks of the various monas- 
teries, represented the only paper 
production activity of France, as It 
emerged from the' gloom of the 
medieval ages. 

Tlie flrst specimen of paper to he 
found In France bearing an authentic 
date Is. a document purporting to be 
one of the bonds given to the Jews by 
a lieutenant of Richard I of Englandl 
for the purpose of financing his cru- 
sade In the Holy land. It la. dated 
aiOO A. D. - *»• SSEiffl'^Tw-* :

mineral product Is known all over 
the world for Its luster, lubricating;

There are now about 1,00{»' 
plumbago mines In Ceylon, IncIudlnfT 
all the shallow pits, open works and 
deep mines. The depth varies from a 
few yards to as much as 700 feet 
Most of the mines are worked by na- 
tives, the only Important one con- 
trolled by Europeans being the Medn- 
poln. In the majority of lh6 mines 
tne only machinery used Is the "dn- 
bare." This consists of a long wooden 
barrel with handles at each end. A 
rope Is wound around this with a 
bucket fastened to eoch end. It Is 
worked by seven or eight men turning- 
the handle.

I look 
on the drcnlor snare of the Epeira ae 
ainjost as beautiful an example of 
mntheniatlcol accuracy In the life of- 
organic beings as the exquisite struc- 
ture of the honeycomb. ;. 

"But how-much more wonderful doea- 
It all seem, wheipwe picture the web 
as a potential fabric,' first woven Into 
fan Inimitable harmony to lure to death 
thousands of living creatures, then tilt- 
tered and torn In the tragedy, to be 
again received Into the maw of Its 
voracious host, to be repurlfied In the 
atmnge economy of a spider's struc- 
ture, to emerge again from the spln- 
nlng-wheel In fine, transparent fila- 
ments, to be woven again Into tlie 
same lovely texture, and to repeat the 
same eternal drama that fills Uie mind 
with such entlmslasm and admlraUon."

A geologist describes by means of a 
graphic chart the comparative lengths 
of the dlfferrent periods of the ago of 
the earth. Ho places', the age of the 
earth arbitrarily at T2.00O.00O years, 
represented by a clock dial of 24 hours 
— ;3,000,000 years to each hour. 

On the above basis the first six 
hours of the clock represent Azoic 
time, the earliest conjecturol period 
of the earth's formation— IS.tKXJ.lHHi 
years; the ne"xt six hours Eozolc <ind 
the next eight Pnleor.olctlmc— 18.000.- 
000 and 24,000,000 years, respectively 
—periods of mineral Ivnd vegetable 
fornintlon3. In the noxt three hours 
animal life deyelope<l— Mesozolc time. 
9.000,000 years— that Is. from the 
twentieth to the twenty-third hour. 
Tims the last hour of the 24— JJ.OOO.OOO 
years of geologic time— represents 
Neozoic time, which Includes the ap- 
pearance of human life In tlie Quater- 
nary period. 

This last division of the 24 hours, 
the Quaternary period. Is shown as 
only ten minutes— In other words 500.- 
000 years. The existence of human 
life' on the earth, therefore, hears the 
same relation to the ago of the earth 
as ten minutes does to twenty-four 
hours. But since the period. of writ- 
ten history Is estimated rouphly at 
only G.OOO years, this last division Is 
not shown on the chort, since It would 
only be 12 seconds In duration.— 
Sclcntlflc American.

U\o water nnd gather supplies very 
well at that temperature. Through 
tho clear Ice one may see flah with 
their backs against It, where the tern- 
perntu>o' must bo 32 degrees, and If 
you strike the ,lce above them light- 
ly they dart away with pretty good 
speed. If you will strike the Ice Im- 
mediately above them with the back 
of an nx, or n sledge Immmer. you 
will kill the fish. The concussion 
does the business ond tho flah will 
turn up its white belly upward, al- 
ways. It Is a common enough thing 
In Bomo regions for the boys to kill 
the fish through the Ice, and then 
to cut a hole and get them out.

; The etiquette of the revolving door 
has yet to he standardised. At pres- 
ent there; ore two achoi>la of opinion 
dn the subject. One holds that when 
a man and u woman approach a re-
